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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4-6 and 13-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is Sasaki et al (US 2006/0051942) and Kitaoka et al (US 2004/0144300). Sasaki teaches a 
method of fabricating a Group III nitride single crystal whereby a sodium flux is utilized and the 
nitride crystal is grown in atmosphere comprising a gas mixture of nitrogen gas under a 
temperature range of 100°C to 1500°C, preferably 500°C to 1 100°C, and a pressure range of 100 
Pa to 200 MPa, which overlaps the claimed range of temperature and pressure (Abstract and 
[0026]-[0032]). However, Sasaki et al teaches examples of growth of 3 um in 24 hrs, which is a 
growth rate of merely 0. 125 u.m/hr. Sasaki et al does not teach, suggest or provide any rationale 
for the narrowly claimed range of temperature and pressure which produces an unexpectedly 
higher growth of more than 25 urn/hr. Kitaoka et al teaches a method of growth at pressure of 50 
atm and a temperature of 800°C. Kitaoka et al does not teach the claimed temperature of 900- 
1200°C and pressure of 300-1200 atms.
